Theſe Articles, at firſt Sight, appeared to be equally] 
favourable to the Saxons as to the Swedes.

conſumed their Hare s.

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They give a high Character of this young Prince, 
who amidſt ſo many Succefles and Triumphs diſcovers 
not the leaſt Vain - glory, but contains bimſelf within 
the Bounds of a virtuous Moderation, aſcribes all to the 
Decrees of Deſtiny, and is not in the leaſt puffed up with 
Wany of his glorious Actions; which is an Argument of 
Wa Spirit truly heroick. And yet this Prince is an Idola- 


ter, as are all the Tarters of that Nation; or rather, they 
care men of po Religion, which makes their Morals the - 


more admire: For according to the Relation of thoſe 
who came laſt from China, the Tartars-are a very tem- 
perate and continent People, abhorring thoſe Vices which 
are but too common in other Parts of the world, and from 

which the true Believers themſelves are not free. They are 
rigorouſly juſt alſo, and puniſh all manner of Fraud and 
Deceit with immediate Death. As for their Conduct 
and Courage in the Wars, there is no Nation ſurpaſſes 
them, few are their Equals. They are paſſionate Lovers 
of an active Life, ſpending moſt of their Time on Horſe- 
back, either in hunting wild Beaſts, or fighting with 


their Enemies: And their Horſes are the beſt and moſt 


courageous in the World. There is nothing the Tar- 
tars ſo much deſpiſe, as the ſedentary Life of Students 
and learned Men ; accounting them the Burthen of a 
Commonwealth, lazy Drones, fit only to be ſold for Slaves. 
But Men of Service and Merit in the Wars they have 
in great Eſteem ; never failing to reward ſuch with Dig- - 
nities and Commands proportionable to their Deſerts 
and Capacities. Nay, ſuch is the martial Genius of 
this Nation, that the very Women ride to the Wars 
with the Men, and perform Exploits above what 
is expected from that ſoft and delicate Sex. Both Men 
and Women are habituated from their Infancy to live 
in Tents or Waggons, there being very few Cities in all 
Tartary: There they are inured to Hunger, Cold, Thirſt, 
and all the Methods of a frugal and hardy Life. ® This 
is that which renders them excellent Soldiers, anda 
Terror to. all the Nations round about them. This is 
that which ſo ſoon reduced all China to their Obedience; 
the Chineſe, among all their Virtues and Accompliſhments, 
being the moſt effeminate People on Earth.

F it be a Sign of a flouriſhing State, when Vices are

The lewder Sort exclaim with open 
Mouth againſt this unſeaſonable Rigour, (as they call it) 
and thoſe who are aſhamed to appear publick Advocates 
for Harlots, yet privately murmur againſt their Superiors, 
for retrenching a Liberty, without which, they ſay, their 
Lives would be uncomfortable. N 

They give a · very favourable Character of a Whore ;

For the Pagans were, 
Above all Things, careful to conceal the Names of their 
Cities and Patron Gods; knowing, that thoſe Spirits 
would not forſake them, till they were called forth by

They uſed alſo to chain the Images of their Gods to the 
Altars, leſt they ſhould depart from them by Stealth, 
Thus the Tyrians, when Alexander beſieged their City, 
and they underſtood from the Prieſts that Apollo, the 
Guardian of Tyre, was diſpleaſed with them, they faſten- 
ed his Image with ſtrong Fetters of Iron.

And I ſhould be a Churl, in not 
ktting thee ſhare with me, the Pleaſure I found in a 
ate Journey to Orleans, one of the prefidiary Towns of 
France, It was by the Order of the Vizir Azem, I un- 
dertook that Journey. Somebody had in formed him, 
that this Town was full of Merchant-Travellers of 
kreral Nations, but eſpecially of Germany, who brought 
the choiceſt Jewels of the Eaſt to vend in this Place at 
ordinary Rates. That Miniſter gave me Commands to 
buy certain Stones, with Inſtructions to treat of another 
Affair, which it is not neceſſary for thee to know, I ac- 


© cordingly ſet out from Paris the third Day of the fifth

About Mid-day, we came to a Town called CH, 
where we alighted to refreſh ourſelves. Travellers in 
theſe Weſtern Parts, are better accommodated with Pro- 
viſions than they can be in Aſia, where they muſt carry 
their own Beds with them, and dreſs their own Victuals, 
or lie on the naked Floor faſting.

Table, where ſeveral Diſhes of Meat are ſerved up, and 
every Man is free to eat what and how much he pleaſeth, 
paying a ſtated Price for his Dinner. PTY 
Thus no ſooner were we come into our Inn at Chaftres, 
but the Hoſt ſaluting us aſter the Manner of the Country, 
invited us to ſit down at the Ordinary (for ſo they call 
their publick Dinner in an Inn). We were not ſo ſeru- 
pulous as to refuſe his Offer, but followed him into the 
Chamber, where the Dinner was prepared. There were 
many Gueſts at the Table, and all buſy in feeding them- 
ſelves, We took ſuch Seats as we found vacant, and 
without much Ceremony fell to eating. The Few ' 
truſted to the Indulgence of Mo/es, and I to that of Ma- 
homet, for cating with the uncircumciſed, whoſe Meat is 
ſeldom free from the Pollutions of Blood. We knew, that 
neither God, nor his Prophets, required us to ſtarve, * 
There was Plenty of Wine, and that ſo delicious, as 
would have tempted an Hogia to taſte it, without the 
Mufti's Diſpenſation.

are 
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Care of our holy Prophet has been exquiſite in this Point, 
his Prohibitions extending to all unclean Meats and 
Drinks, fince they deprave the Conſtitutions of Men, and 
encline them to Vice. But, by his own Example, he re- 
commended to us the Uſe of this admirable Berry; im- 

ſing a new Name on the Tree that bears it, when he 
called it, the Tree of Purification. Hence it is, that 
all the Muſſulmans affect to partake of the ſanctified Be- 
nefit, it being the univerſal Beverage of the Oſnan Em- 
pire, Were the Virtues. of it known in theſe Weſtern 
Parts, it would match, if not ſupplant, the Credit of 
their Wines, ſince it equally refreſhes the Spirits, with- 
out intoxicating the Brain. 

I know not whether thou haſt ſeen Pęſteli Hali, my 
Brother, ſince thy Return from Arabia: Or, whether 
thou haſt heard the News he brought with him out of 
the Zaſf. He has ſurveyed the Indies, Tartary, China, 
Tonquin, Perfia, and other Regions, whoſe Names are 
hardly known in ſome Parts of the Ottoman Empire. In- 
deed, we have formerly had but an odd Idea of thoſe re- 
mote Countries ; but eſpecially China has been hid from 
the greateſt Part of the Earth. . 

In my earlier Years, I have heard Men of Gravity, 
who would be taken for knowing Perſons, . ſay, That 
5 China was but a tributary Province of the Tartars, a 
N contemptible Corner of Aſia, and ſo barren, as it could 


hardly afford Suſtenance for its [nhabitants, which is a

The Fortune of that Kingdom has for a long Time 
run retragrade. They have had nothing but Loſſes by Sea 
and Land. The Revolution in Portugal, the Revolt of Ca- 
talonia and Rouſſillon, the Loſs of Ormas in Perſia, and 
the Defection of Goa, with other rich Towns of Traf- 
fick in the Indies, came one upon the Back of another. 

Since which there have been many Towns and Caſtles 
taken from the Spaniards in Flanders. The French made 
an Inſurrection in Palermo, breaking open the Priſons, and 
releaſing the Priſoners; and grew to ſuch an Head, that 
the Viceroy, fearing they would revenge the Tragedy 
of the Sicilian Veſpers, to pacify the Multitude, was 
forced to repeal the Edicts for Taxes, and diſannul them 
for ever, and to paſs an Act of general Indemnity, both 
to the Rabble and to the Priſoners whom they had freed. . 

This tumultuous Spirit paſſed from thenceto the King- 
dom of Naples, and there, like an Infection, ſoon ſpread 
elf through all Parts, both of City ànd Country. 
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Two hundred thouſand Men, took up Arms, to vindicate 
the Privileges of the Neapolitans, under the Conduct of 
a poor young Fiſherman. I have already tranſmitted to 
the ſublime Port, a Relation of this formidable Sedition, 
wherein. it may be thought, I have diſcovered: too much 


Tenderneſs to the Infidels, and ſeemed to favour the Vi- 


olences of a Faction. But I hope thou wilt acquit me, 
when thou conſidereſt, That thef: Governments of the

And 


therefore, when they prey upon others, and by Rapine 


and Spoil augment their Riches, it is no wonder if the 


great Avenger of Crimes ſtirs up ſome undaunted Spirits 


to free their Country from Slavery and Ruin. 


Thhoſe who are curious, have remarked many obſery- 


able Circumſtances in this Revolution at Naples ; as that 
it was foretold by an Aſtrologer, a conſiderable Time be- 


fore it happened, who pointed out the very Year wherein 
it ſhould come to paſs, The extraordinary Eruptions al- 
ſo of Mount Veſuvius ſome Years ago, were efteemed as

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This is certain, that whilſt he was at the Head of an 
hundred thouſand Men, ſeven Aſſaſſins were hired by 
ſome of the Princes to ſhoot him; yet none of the Bul- 
lets could penetrate his Body, though unarmed, and only 
covered with his fiſhing Rags: And it was evident, that 
theſe Bullets ſmote him in divers Places, his Garments 
being marked with them, and he ſtaggered with the 
Force of the Blows... | | | 
Theſe are extraordinary Occurrences, and would tempt 
one to believe, that this young Fiſherman was the In- 
ſtrument of Providence, and that Heaven protected both 
him and his Cauſe. | | 
It is true indeed, it ſeemed at laſt as if he were aban- 
doned by that divine Power, which had carried him 
through ſo important an Enterprize, in that he was ſlain 
by his own Soldiers. But then it muſt be remembered, 
that this was not done till his Work was finiſhed, and he 
went beyond his Commiſſion, Want of Sleep, the Mul- 
titude of Affairs, and much Wine, had impaired his Rea- 
ſon, and rendered him frantick, ſo that his Actions were 
mſupportable, and his own Admirers grew weary of 
him. After his Death his Head was cut off, and carried 
up and down the Streets on a Lance, and his Body was 
dragged through the Kennels. Yet the very next Day, 


the Multitude, to ſhew their own Fickleneſs, took the dead 


Body out of a Ditch, where they had laid it all Night: 
They waſhed and embalmed it, and having joined the 
Head to it, carried it with great Pomp and Solemnity 
to the principal Temple of Naples, attended with Drums 
and Trumpets, and above a thouſand Prieſts, with Torch- 
es in their Hands; a Crown of Gold was put on his 

Head, and a Scepter in his Hand. | 

Thus the Neapolitans honoured that beardleſs Youth, 
who in ten Days Time had cauſed ſuch a Revolution, as 
is ſcarce to be parallell'd; for he was an abſolute Monarch, 
in effect, during that Time. And of him it may be ſaid, 
as It was once of an Emperor, that during his whole Reign 
there was neither Spring, nor Autumn, nor Winter: For 

his Royalty begun and ended in the ſeventh Moon, 
By Letters from Nathan Bes Saddi, at Vienna, I per- 
ceive he is moleſted with Scruples about his Religion, be- 
ing deſirous to build upon the ſureſt Foundation. I ſent

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him the beſt Advice I could, without making myſelf an 
 Hypocrite, which thou knoweſt is more offenſive to God 
than an open Sinner. I drew up an Abſtra of the /. 
ſulman Records, and preſented him with the faithful Ge- 
nealogy, from Iſnael, the Son of the Patriarch bra:

I have a Brother lately come from the Iadies; he re- 0 
| lates ſtrange Things of gęrtain Books, which are only in d 
the Hands of the HBrachhant. They are written in a Lan- F 
' guage which none underſtand but theſe Prieſts; yet a Lan- * 
guage as copious as any other, and taught in their Col- D 
ſeges by Rule. Theſe Books contain a Hiſtory of the 
World, which they ſay is above thirty Millions of Years ve 
old. They divide the J erm of its Duration into four Ages, ce 
three of which, they ſay, are already paſt, and a good 
Part of the fourth. Now I would fain know, who wrote 
theſe Books; and at what Time, and where this Language 
was ſpoken? They call it the Zely Language, ſaying, that 
it was the firſt ſpoken on Earth. It is ſtrange, that no 
Hiſtory ſhould mention ſo Divine a Speech. We have the 
Chronology of the Latin and Greek; and can give an Ac- 
count when and where they were ſpoken, though they 
are now grown obſolete, and no otherwiſe to be learned 
but in the Schools and Academies. This argues the An- 
tiquity of the P:amix's Language and Books, in regard 
they fall not within any other Record, ſave their own, 
which ſays, they are as old as the World. For if this Aﬀer-

' -mighticſt of all the Eaſtern Princes, ſhould be depoſed thi 
Year, and murdered by his Subjects. (J pray Heaven ave 
che Omen from the Seraglio.) He acquaints this *

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alſo, that he had ſucceeded in his Negotiation with the 
Officers of the Rebel Army. There were other obſcure 
Paſſages in the Letter, which O/zin has forgot. But 
theſe are ſufficient to demonſtrate, how buſy the Cardi- 
nal is, and what a Hand he has in foreign Affairs. 
Another Opportunity, I hope, will bring to Light 
more of this Miniſter's Secrets.

LETTER XV 
To Peſteli Hali, bis Brother. 


T*HE oftener I peruſe the Journal of thy Travels, 
the more I am delighted with it. For it is evident, 
that the Countries through which thou haſt paſſed, have 
been as ſo many Schools of Wiſdom to thee; wherein than - 
haſt learned, even from Mens Vices, the Way to Perfec- 
tion; much more from their Virtues. Thou haſt found, 
That though Mens natural Diſpaſitians differ, as do the 
Climates, which afford them Breath ; yet they all agree 
in common Frailties. There are alſo Vices peculiar to cer- 
tain Countries; it were to be wiſhed they could be 
matched with as many national Virtues. But human Na- 
ture is a rank Soil, more fertile in Weeds, than whole- 
ſome Products. Vet there are Gardens, as well as Deſerts: 
And thou haſt obſerved ſome Perſons, illuſtrious for their 
Goodneſs, and the noble Endowments of their Minds. 
Tam extreamly pleaſed with that rare Example of Ge- 
veroſity, which thou relateſt of an Indian Merchant; 
who not content to give Alms to all that asked him, ar 
whom he knew to be poor, ſought daily Occaſions to ex- 
erciſe his Charity, hunted out the indigent and-unforty- 
nate; And where-ever he diſcovered the Lineaments of 
Poverty in a Man's Face, or traced the Footſteps of it in 
dis Behaviour, he could not reft till he had relieved his 
Wants, and made him happy, to his very Wiſhes. I tell 
thee, Poverty is a Hell upon Earth; that he that has this 
Curſe, anticipates the Torments of the Damned. It eclipſes | 
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the brighteſt Virtues, and is the very Sepulchre of brave 
Deſigns ; depriving a Man of the Means to accompliſh, 


what Nature has fitted him for, and ſtifling the nobleſt 


Thoughts in their Embrio. How many illuſtrious Souls 
may be ſaid to have been dead among the Living, or bu- 


ried alive in the Obſcurity of their Condition, whoſe Per. 


fections have rendered them the Darlings of Providence, 
and Companions of Angels ; yet the inſuperable Penury 
of all Things, has ranked them among the Caſt-aways of 
the Earth, in the Eyes of Men? To Fach as theſe our di- 
vine Law-giver commands us to extend our Charity, 
giving us certain Characters and Marks, by which we 


may diſtinguiſh them from the Croud of the unfortunate, 
And, I like the Indian's Bounty the better, in that he ſo 


exactly ſeems to comply with this Precept of the Alcoran, 
generouſly preventing the Requeſts of the Indigent, and 
y an Exceſs of Benignity, courting them to accept of 
Relief. In this he alſo verifies the Arabian Proverb, 
which ſays, He gives double, aubo gives unasked. 
Thou commendeſt the Induſtry of the Chineſe, the 
Advances they have made in Arts and Sciences, which 
thou concludeſt, is to be attributed to the Force of their 
Laws, which oblige the Son to follow his Father's Trade, 
throughout all Generations. In this J muſt diſſent; for, 
it ſeems rather a Curb, than a Spur to Ingenuity, to be 
confined to Employments, for which a Man may have an 


Averſion. The Son not ſeldom abhotring thoſe Things, 


wherein his Parents took Delight. Or, if not ſo, yet he 
may be caſt in a finer Mould, have a more ſubtle Inven- 
vention; and conſequently be capable of making greater 
Improvements, in any Trade of his own Choice : Since, 
Delight ſets an Edge on the Mind, gives Vigour to the 
Body, and adds Wings to Buſineſs. Beſides, I do not 
think this to be ſo much thy own Remark, as the Inſi- 
nuation of ſome of that Country, who are the moſt con- 
ceited People in the World; ever extolling their own Po- 
licy, Laws and Government; and impoſing them as a 

Pattern to all other Nations. | | 
One Thing I grant they boaſt of with a-great deal of 
Truth, that is, their Antiquity and unmixed Race. 
Though fince the Conqueſt the Tartars have made of that 
Country, they are like to undergo the Fate of other Na- 
N tions,

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tions, and corrupt their Genealogies with the Blood of 


Strangers. . | | 
Thou cameſt away before that Conqueſt was begun, or, 
perhaps, before it was talked of. And I can give thee but 
a very imperfect Account of it. All the Intelligence we 
have from that Kingdom of late comes in Fragments: 


For the Ships which * this ſhattered News, left China 


in an Uproar and Confuſion: Only they aſſure us, that 
the Tartars had paſled the celebrated Wall, which divides 
them from China: 'That they entered and ſubdued the 
Northern Provinces, with an Army of fix hundred thou- 
ſand Men : 'That very little Reſiſtance was made againſt 
them, not even in Peguin itſelf, the capital Seat of the 
Chineſe Empire, which the Uſurper Lycung x had abandoned 
to the Conquerors, carrying away with him all the inefti- 
mable Treaſures of the Palace, and retiring into one of 
the remote Provinces, was never heard of afterwards. 
Whence it was judged, that ſome of his own Party had 
murdered him; partly for the Sake of his prodigious 
Wealth, which they ſhared among them; and partly to 
revenge his Treaſon againſt the Emperor, and the innu- 


merable Calamities he had brought upon his Country. 


Before theſe Merchants came away, the Cham of Tar- 


tary was proclaimed. in Peguin, and crowned Emperor of 


China. They ſay, he was not above thirteen Years old 

at that Time, which was in the 12th Moon, of the Year 
1644. And that having ſent for the chief Nobility af 
Tartary, to Pequin, he made Preparations to purſue his 
his Conqueſts. 1 9 ; 


This is the beſt Account we yet have of the Affairs 
of that Empire; by which thou wilt eaſily be induced 


to be of my Opinion, that the Blood of the Chineſes 
will in Time be mixed with that of Strangers. 

We muſt not ſeek for the Originals of any People 
in the Country where they dwell. The moſt renownec 
Kingdoms and Empires in the World had their firſt Foun- 
dations laid by Vagabonds and Fugitives. Thou art not 
ignorant how vaſt an Extent the ancient Roman Empire 
had through Afa, Africa, and Europe; yet that City, which 


I was called the Miſtreſs of Nations, the Governeſs of the 


whole Earth, was firſt built by a Handful of Banditti, 
1 who lived by Pillage _ Robbery, the Qut-Laws |

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and Scum. of Iiahgaſſempled together from divers Par, 
under the Conduct of Romulus and Rhemus. Neither 


had that City proved any better than a Sepulchre to them 
and their Deſigns, had they not, by a witty Stratagem, 


over- reached the Sabine Women, and ſo ſecured to them. 


ſelves a Poſterity, who ſhould not only defend, but en- 
large the Dominions of their Fathers: Vet theſe People, 
of ſo obſcure and confuſed an Original, afterwards boaſted 
of the Antiquity and noble Deſcent of their Families, 
No Name more venerable in ſucceeding Ages, than that 
of a ns.

To look no farther than the great and formidable Em- 


pire of the Oſinans, we ſhall find it took its firſt Riſe from 
Colonies of tranſplanted Scythians; ſo that he who would 
have the Genealogy of a Turk, muſt not look in the Regiſ. 
ters of Greece, where they now live, byt muſt carry his 
Search beyond the Mountain Caucaſus, examine the Bor- 


ders of Palus Mzotis, or hunt his Pedigree out in Cher- 


ſoneſus. What Revolutions have not happened in Aſia and 
Africh, ſince the Aſſumption of the Meſſenger of God into 
Paradiſe ? Where ſhall we now find any Remains of the 


ancient Saracens, or Mamalukes ? The mighty Empire 
of the Ottoman, hath ſwallowed up all. Thus one Nation 


expels another, and there is ſo general a Mixture of Fo- 
reign Blood; made by the Converſion of innumerable dif- 
ferent Nations to the Myſ/ulman Faith, that it is hard to 
know, whether our Anceſtors were Scythians or Perſians, 
Jeaus or Grecians ; whether they were of the Mountains 
or the Valleys, of the Foreſts or the Plains. 

In this I will except my Countrymen the Arabian, 
and thoſe who ſeem to approach neareſt them in Man- 
ner of Life, the Tartars; the one dwelling in Tents, 
the other in Waggons; both in a moving Poſture; both 
happy. in this, that they are not confined to the Rigours 
of a cold Winter, nor the ſcorching Heats of the Summer; 
but change their Soil and Climate, as the Seaſon of the 
Year varies: Thus ever ſecuring to themſelves in all 
Places either a blooming flowery Spring, or a moderate 
and fruitful Autumn.

I had a great deal more to ſay, dear P:/te/j, but the 
Poſt calls on me to haſten; beſides, an extreme Dulneſs 
and Languiſhing of my Spirits, with which I have been 
perſecuted, ever ſince this Moon firſt ſhewed her Creſcent : 
Now ſhe is in the Wane, and ſo, I hope, is my Malady. 
The Influence this' Planet ſeems to have on me may 
make thee conclude me a Lunatick : We are all ſo in one 
Degree or other. There are not more apparent Symp- 
toms, that the Flux and Reflux of the Sea owes its 
Original to the Neighbourhood and Motion of that 
Planet, than that our Conſtitutions vary according to its 
monthly Appearan ces.

the Lady's Palace, and acquainting her with it, ſhe com- 
lained to her Husband of the Indignity was offered her, 

e, boiling with Anger, threatened to ſtab the Meſſen- 
gers of the Emperor when they came. But the 1 1

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Philoſopher appeaſed them both, and only deſired a Suit 
of the Lady's Apparel, which was granted him. He ſoon 
put it on, and, hiding his Sword under his Robes, entered 
the Sedan, perſonating the Lady. The Meſſengers, who 
knew no other, carried him away to the Emperor. He, 
heightened with Deſire, made Haſte to open the Sedan 


Himſelf. When Aßbenodorus, ſuddenly drawing his Sword, 


leaped f:rth upon him, ſaying, * Thus mighteſt thou 
© have been murdered; Wilt thou never quit the Vice, 
* which is attended with ſo much Danger? Jealouſy and 
© Revenge might have ſubſtituted an Aſſaſſin thus diſ- 
Tm my Room: But I took Care of thy Life. 
-© Henceforth take Warning.“ The Emperor, pleaſed with 
the Philoſopher's Stratagem, gave him ten Talents of 
Gold, thanking him for this ſeaſonable Correction: And 
from that Time began to reſtrain unlawful Pleaſures, ap- 
plying himſelf to a virtuous Life 2 
Thou ſeeſt, holy Prelate, that by peruſing the Hiſtories 
of the Ancients a Man may furniſh himſelf with uſeful 
Examples, and proper Obſervations. I always keep by 
me Plutarch's:Works, and thoſe of Livy, a Roman Hi- 
ſtorian; as alſo Tacitus, who has left the Annals of that 
formidable Empire to Poſterity. It were a defireable 
Thing, that the Muſ/ulman Scribes were employed in 
tranſlating ſuch: Records as theſe into the Arabick or 
Turkiſh Languages: That ſo the true Faithful, who are 
deſtined by God to conquer the World, may not be ig- 
norant of the memorable Tranſactions of former Ages. 


Some of our Sultans have been curious to have Plutarch 


Writings rendered in the familiar Speech of the O!70-- 


mans. There are other Memoirs not leſs worth the La- 


bour. If it ſhall enter into thy Heart to encourage ſo 
profitable a Work, the whole Empire of the reſigned to 
God will be indebted to.thee. But who am I, that pre- 
ſume to direct the great Father of the Faithful? Thou 
art enlightened with all Knowledge and Wiſdom ! Per- 
ad venture thou haſt Reaſons to divert thee from ſuch an 
Enterprize, which I cannot comprehend. Therefore I 
cover my Mouth with Duſt, and acquieſce. 


As to the late Revolution, I am not to diſpute the Will
